OTTAWA, Ont,, May 29.-—-Western 
Canadian agriculture is drifting into 
peasant proprietorship, the Canadian 
Political Science Association, in an- 
nual meeting here, was told today by 
Henry Spencer, M.P., in the discus- 
sions following several papers on agri- 
cultural problems, 

A suggestion that diversified farm- 
ing for the home market protected by 
tariffs, as against specialized produc- 
tion for the foreign market, was not 
recelved with approval by western 
eccnomists who spoke, One Manitoba 
expert pointed out the water short~ 
age, while others dealt with uncertain 
market conditions, It was stated that 
mortgage companies were faced with 
the problem of continuing farms 
thrown on their hands, They did not 
want to put in tenant farmers; they 
were financial, not agriculture con- 


cerns, 


Mr, Sponcer said the only way mixed 
farming in the west could expand was 
by guaranteeing prices for the pro- 
ducts.

Lees and Brossy landed their Diesel- 
motored monoplane on the beach here 
at 7:20, E.S.T., last night, setting a 
world’s non-refuelling endurance reé- 
cord of 84 hours, 33 minutes, This was 
nine hours, ten minutes better than 
the former mark, made by two French- 
men in Algeria in March this year, 

In the first attempt at a reoord 
flight with a Diesel motor, Lees and 
Brossy took off from the beach at 
6:47 a.m, (£.8,T.) last Monday with 
398 gallons of fuel oll aboard, Good 
weather favored the flight from the 
start and with the exception of a 
few thunderstorms, the long grind of 
shuttling back and forth over the

Bennett Speaks On 
Economic Problems

OTTAWA, May 29-—-Canada's eco- 
nomic problams were touched upon 
by Premier R, B, Bennett, addressing 
the Canadian Political Science Asso- 
clation at luncheon Thursday.

000 a year to western Canada farmers, 
he estimated, and many millions to 
farmer of the U.S, midwest.

For reasons not given, presentation 
of the Dominion budget was again post- 
oned, until Monday. This easily estab- 
fishes a record for successive postpone- 
ments of the annual statement of the 
country’s finances, and suggests a hith- 


erto unsuspected unwillingness on the part 
of Premier Bennett to make a speech, 

But if the forecasts sent out from Ot- 
ftawa bear any reasonable resemblance to 
the tax proposals which are to be incor- 
porated in the statement, the public would 
cheerfully acquiesce if the delivery of it 
were deferred for another six months. 

These advance notices prophesy 
changes in “several hundred tariff items” 
—upward to be assumed, a four hundred 
per cent increase in the sales tax, a twen- 
ty-five per cent boost in the tax or corpor- 
ations, and a special tax aimed at Cana- 
dians who buy or sell stock on the New 
York exchange through Canadian broker- 
age houses. 

Predictions such as these are well cal- 
culated to curb anxiety for an early appli- 
cation of the new measures, and to recon- 
cile the taxpayers to any further delays 
the Premier may consider to be necessary 
or expedient.

Canada is a wide-spread reality. In 
Edmonton, as in every other large centre, 
the public authorities are still confronted 


with the problem, serious in its proportions 
and uncertain as to its duration. 
Seasonal occupations which revive with 
the coming of spring have now absorbed 
their quotas of the idle man-power. It is 
thus possible to measure with some 
accuracy the shortage of labor demand 
that has to be accepted as likely to con- 


tinue throughout the summer season. 
The coming of summer has not solved 
the employment problem. Spring farm 


work is now well advanced, and there will 
be little demand from that quarter until 
harvest. The railways are using all the 
men they are likely to require on con- 
struction work. Building programs are 
under way, and giving employment to as 
many as are likely to be needed. 

These are unpleasant facts, but they 
cannot be ignored, and may better be 
faced frankly. At the height of the busy 
season there are in this and every other 
city some hundreds of men who cannot 
find work and who cannot maintain them- 
selves without work. And a large number 
of them have families who are helpless to 
maintain themselves 

These men, and their families, must 
not be allowed to go hungry or shelterless. 
They must be provided with food and 
shelter. That responsibility falls in the 
first instance upon the city, though help 
may be expected from the provincial and 
federal treasuries. Edmonton, and prob- 
ably every other city in Canada, will have 
to continue giving relief and providing 
relief work throughout the summer. The 
circumstances make that simply inevitable.

The economic follies of 1929 
and before is a show on which we must 
ring down the curtain for good and 
all; we must not waste one moment or 
one mite of energy on self-pity; we 
must devise a new plot, and put the 
new show into prompt rehearsal; and 
now, as never before, we must shun 
the suicidal mood of cynicism; we 
must become great believers in the 
possibility of great and fruitful action 

We have certainly learned by now— 
thanks to our experience with the 
groundless hopes we held in our orgy 
of speculation—-that neither as indi- 
viduals or as a nation can we expect 
to get something-for-nothing

However, to answer your ques- 
tion, I think that a wife should 
come first with her husband to this 
extent, that he should give ber the 
most of his time, the most of his 
attentions, the most of his money, 
because the wife is a voluntary ob- 
ligation that he took upon himself, 


But this do’s not mean that the 
wife has a right to monopcolige her 
husband, It does not mean that a 
man should neglect his mother for his 
wife or that he should support his 
wife in luxury while his mother lives 
in penury.

“Tf this is a temporary expedient to 
mect a special condition of affairs, 
I hardly think much objection can 
be raised,” says G. A, Malkoe, super- 
intendent of schools under the Ed- 
monton Public School Board, tn ref- 
erence to the elimination of examina- 
tion this year for grades eight and 
nine 

Mr. McKee said that he appreciated 
the difficulties under which the de- 
partment of education and for that 
matter, ell organizations are working 
at the present time, and can under- 
stand thelr grounds for the action in 


doing away with the examinations this 


year, As a temporary expedient lit- 
tle objection can be raised 

“But,” added Mr. McKee, “if on 
the other hand, it is the intention of 
the Department to make it a par- 
manent arrangement, action should 
not have been taken without & most 
thorough investigation of the whole 


examination problem This throwing 
of the entire responsibility for the 


promotion of pupils upon the teaching 
body is not a new thing in the Proy- 
ince of Alberta It was in force for 


“a time some years ago and was dis- 


carded as being unsatisfactory It 
lowers the standard of scholarship 
and makes things very difficult for 
the teachers 

The notice of this change has been 
sprung upon us within ebout two 
weeks of the commencement of the 
examinations and 1 am not in @ pos 
ition as yet to say just how we shall 
adapt ourselves to it, Under the ctr- 
cumstances we have no option in the 
matter but to do the best we can.”

VICTORIA, B.C.” May 29.—Despite 
low world metal prices, which slowed 
down mineral production almost 
everywhere, British Columbia = took 
more ore out of its mines in 1930 
than in any previous year, according 
to the annual report of Hon, W. A 
McKenzie, minister of mines, which 
was released at the legislative build- 
ings Thursday 

These reduced prices cut down the 
value of mineral production, however, 
to $55,391,993 from the 1929 record 
figure of $68,254,443, In comparison 
with most past years the 1990 total is 
extremely high. Ten years ago, in 
1921, for instance, the mines of the 
province produced only $28,000,000 

Mining companies in British Col 
umbia last year paid dividends of 
$12,527,653, only a slight decrease 
from the record figure of $13,743,308 
paid in 1929 

Silver, lead and vine production 
broke all records, Gold output wae 
larger than in 1929, as was the output 
of building materials, Only copper 
and coal output showed a decline 

Lead is the most important metal 
in the mining industry, having peid 
the province an average ef $15,000,000 
annually for the last seven years, as 
against $12,000,000 produced by cop- 
per 
Ry value, B. GC. minerals now rank 
as follows: lead, copper, coal, zine, sil 
ver, structural materials, gold, mis 
cellaneous minerals 

Looking to the future, Mr, MeKen 
zie says; “For 1931 it seems probable 
that mineral production will show 4 
decline both in quantity and value 
The effect of low metal prices was not 
fully felt. towards the close of 1930; 
and it is evident that the 1931 aver- 
age will be well below that of 1930
